KINDERGARTNERS STUDIED 
AT A.E.S. AND W.E.S. 

All Kindergarten children enroll- 
ed at Andover Elementary School 
and Woodstock Elementary School 
were administered a battery of 
tests on Thursday and Friday of 
last week at the schools.
